DEMOCRATS HAVE MORE MONEY

REID TALES TO THE OLD BOLDIERS

Jamustown, N. Y., Nov. 2—Channeay
M. Depew and Whitelaw Reid traversed
three counties in Westerd New York to-

DEALING IN OLD SHOES.

Penn Avenne Is Headquarters for Second-
Hand Footgear—The Dealers Rarely
Speak English—Beggars and Peddlers
Gather Up the Goods.

“The second-hand shoe business must be
thriving out Penn avenue,” said a rezular
passenger on the Citizens’ road yesterdsy.
“From Eleventh street out to the forks of
the road I have connted as many as 12 es-
tablishments doing business in this line. I
had some little curiosity as to how these
dealers condoeted their business and have
recently ‘made inquiry into the matter.
It was with no little difficalty that I ob-
tained the information I did, as at every
one of the three or four places I visited the
proprietors were unable te converse in En-
glish—even to the extent of understanding
the most commonplace question.

‘At one place the proprietor, aithough
busy pegring away at an old pair of shoes,
was more accommodating than the rest and
sent out foran interpreter. He said thac
many foreign custom shoemakers eome to
this enantry expecting to get work., When
they arrive here they find that the majority
of shoes worn are made in some of the large
shoe factories, and therefore the field for
custom shoe makers is very small. They do
the next best thing, going into the second-
hand business when they get old worn ont
cast off shoes, and after repairiug sell them
at a nice profin.

“He told me that he obtained most of the
old shoes from peddiers and beggars who go
aronnd the conntry picking up ail the shoes
they can. The pries paid to these men for
ald shoes varies, nocording to their con-
dition, trom 10 fo 75 cents.: These shoes,
when repaired, sell for from &0 cents to

for con tion for s long rime to come, A8
well as food for thonght.

The Giant Question Again.
